E OW is one to explain the survival of 

chess over the centuries? Born in 
remote antiquity—the product of a grand 
vizier’s imagination, according to one 
legend—the game has survived all the

And crowning irony of all, the game 
is most widely played in the Soviet 
Union, the sworn enemy of the feudal 
era chess pieces represent.

WASHINGTON'S move to inaugurate 

preliminary negotiations for a long- 
delayed Japanese peace treaty will be 
received with relief both by the West-- 
especially powers having eastern in- 
terests—and by Asia itself. 

It's five years since the Japanese sur- 
render, and this long military occupation 
of Nippon has been seized-on by some 
Oriental] countries as a 
basis for repeating the 
cry of “imperialism” 
against the West. That 
is one of the major is- 
sues in Asia, and it has 
been the cause of num- 
erous political upheav- 
als that have followed 
the world war. 

Many Far Eastern 
countries of course 
have a real fear of Mackenzie 
“imperialism,” and in some ‘tase with 
good reason. There has been exploita- 
tion of colonial peoples. 

Moreover, there has been an amazing 
awakening of the Orient during the last 
few years. This has been accompanied 
by a surge of nationalism which has re- 
sulted in the independence of many de- 
pendencies from the “mother” countries. 


YANKEE DOODLE 


Naturally Communism has been reap- 
ing advantages from this fear and hatred 
of “imperialism.” “Moscow has siezed on 
the American occupation of Japan as an 
example of United States imperialism 

There is no successful way of counter- 
ing this situation as long as the occupa- 
tion of Japan continues. The answer, of 
course, must be the framing of a peace 
treaty. 

Plans for the pact already have been 
under discussion at the current meeting 
of the Big Three foreign’ ministers (Bri- 
tain, France and the U.S.) in New York. 
The United States takes the position that 
the treaty should be framed by the 13 
wartime Pacific allies, including Russia. 
However, Russia has deen insisting that 
the pact be drafted by the Big Four 
Pacific powers—the U.S., Britain, Russia 
and Communist China 
A POSER 

The question therefore arises whether, 
if Russia persists in this stand, the other 
powers shall go’ ahead without her. 
Washington has declined to cross that 
bridge until it is reached, but there have 
been strong indications that the non- 
Communist countries will proceed with- 
out the Soviet Union if necessary, even 
though it produces fresh bitterness. 

Such a separate treaty would create 
the curious position of Japan being in 
the Western fold and technically in a 
State of war with Russia. However, that 
apparently doesn’t worry Japan, since 
her leaders favor pursuing this course. 

Gen. MacArthur, Supreme Comman- 
der in Japan during the five years, has 
stated that the occupation has achieved 
its aims. Responsible. officials in Wash- 
ington have made it known that the 
United States is preparing to urge a soft 
peace for Nippon, This would be without 
reparations or indemnity, and would 
have no restrictions on trade. 

Moreover, Japan would be permitted 
to rearm gradually, and she would be 
brought into the United Nations system 
of global peace and security. However, 
American forces would be kept in the 
country by consent, and she would lose 
Formosa and Okinawa. 

In short, Japan would be getting off 
lightly, compared with many other peace 
settlements. Still, five years of military 
occupation is considerable punishment.
